revenue stamp to the bottle. The temper- 
ance agitation stimulated this business very 
much, add while there 
unquestionably 


many such medicines sold that are good, 
it is believed that most of the compounds 
were really made and eold as 
beverages., 


The internal revenue stamp wai utilized 
as an advertisement, as a means of evading 
local and state license laws, and to invada 
territory where the 


SALE OF INTOXICANTS 


was forbidden. It is thought that com- 
paratively very little of this class of goods 
was consumed otherwise than as. a, drink at 
bars. It is proposed now, in fairness to 
other manufacturers *of compound liquors, 
lodiarcra d the -decisions under the old 
law, 
-and let each varelty ol bitters stand ou 


its own merits with the local authorities. 
The collectors will have means of knowing 
how the bitters are consumed. Tills is 
thought to be the best 
evidence 
of 


their character, because the department 
can hove no guarantee that the stuff is put 
on the market according to the sample sent 
here for analysis. No matter what the ex- 
amination may show if the collector finds 
every bar stocked with the goods and sees it 
being generally 
consumed 
as a bev- 


erage, ho may assume that it is in tact 
simply a compound liquor, and not so high- 
ly medicated as to bo unpleasant in intoxi- 
cating quantities He will, under such cir- 
cumstances, proceed to collect a rectifier's 
or dealer's license without regard to the 
fact that the mixture used to sport a blue 
revenue stamp, which 
certified 
to 
its 


honesty as n medicine. The effects of the 
patent medicine men to have the obnoxious 
stamp tax abolished bids fair to be a losing 
operation in some cases. It is understood 
that vigorous resistence will bo made against 
this ruling, as it will not only impose the 
the license tax, but what is worse, ruin the 
the great trade of these "medicines" in 
the temperance States, which is the main 
thing.

"Qeo. M. Patchen" Dead. 


It will be remembered that on Sunday, 


June 24th, Mr. Daniel W. Brenneman's 
celebrated chestnut sorrel driving stallion, 
"Geo. M. Patchen," age 12 years, weight 
1050 pounds, accidentally broke his left 
foreleg while in bis box stall at the sta- 
bles on Franklin street The limb was 
set and the horse was kept in a patent 
swing three days and then taken out. It 
was confidently hoped the break would 
heal up and the life of the favorite road- 
ster would be saved; but it was observed 
on Tuesday last that the horse could not 
live, and yesterday (July 4th) he dropped 
dead suddenly while efforts {were being 
made to alleviate his sufierings. 'George' 
was probably injured internally by the 
'all oujtlie 2 lib,which with the sympathetic 
fever caused by the inflammation arising 
'rom the break, caused his death. Yes- 
terday afternoon the dead roadster was 
removed to the Brenneman & Downing 
driving park and buried at the head of 
the homestretch. under the direction of 
Andy Dunston. All of "George's" trap- 
pings were buried with him. The road- 
ster was one- of the best known driving 
lorsea in Central Illinois, and could have 
>een easily sold for $2,000. Four years 
ago he trotted three mile heata—the first 
u 2:38, the second in 2.37, the third in 
2:35, the last half mile in 1:15. Mr. Bren- 
leman feels very badly over the death of 
'George." He did everything possible to

The end of the house was 
rarning briskly when the officer arrived 
md it was remarked that there was a 
trong smell of coal oil. The house was 
lamaged to the extent of about $20. 
ilrs. Wolf, who vacated the house to-day, 
lad removed nearly all of her goods yes- 
;erday to the Letorgee tenement property 
on Main street, half a block away. She 
was seen by a reporter this morning. She 
gave it as her opinion that somebody had 
sertaiuly set the house on fire, but who' 
lid it she couldn't imagine. Dr. Walston 
omcides with the opinion expressed by 
Mrs. Wolf, and he will endeavor to dis-' 
••over the identity of tho guilty party. It 
was fortunate that the fire war.discoveredi 
>efore it got under headway,AB the Chris- 
iau church and -Dr. Wnlstou's new resi-,' 
tence would have been destroyed or, 
rreatly damaged by the conflagration. 
Svery effort should be made to appre-' 
lend the party who committed the arson.!

Every, alter- 
no5n it is loaded down with sea fruitandland 
produce destined for tables in Baltimore and 
Washington. Just now the staple is green 
peas From 3 till 6 o'clock there is a constant 
stream of carts and wagons, drawn by bulls, 
steers, mules, and horses, and loaded with 
from two to a dozen barrels of green peas, 
pouring down to the wharf. A good many 
strawberries keep the peas company, and the 
other exports of,Old Point Comfort consist 
of crabs, mostly hard-shelled, of which scores 
of boxes are snipped daily, turtles, sturgeons, 
aud small fish. Among the latter are the 
spots and taylors mentioned. Theformerara 
not knocked off but caught out .of the sea. 
The Utter are the delicious blue ash under a 
local alias, 
. 
.*- 
Small schooners and rotund sloops come in 


here every afternoon from the York river, 
Hampton creek, the James river, and the 
southern or eastern "sho"' with the products 
of land and sea, and the Washington boat 
which leaves at 5 and the Baltimore boat 
which leaves at 7 clear the wharf. One would 
suppose that Old Point could supply Wash- 
ington and Baltimore; yet this is only a way 
station on the great garden truck line. The 
main shipping point is Norfolk. 


The wants oil tho inhabitants, judged 


by the general appearance of 
those 


who bring peas in from the country, are few, 
•and the balance of the trade must be decidedly 
in favor of Old Point Comfort, or rather of 
Hampton and the rest of the region for 
which the Point is the port. 
It is a diverting procession that brings the 


delicate pea to the wharf. A small .cart, .on 
wheels that threaten to pome off at every1 
turn, is drawn by one dwarf steer of scraggy 
appearance. Tho poles of,the cart, which are 
from two to fqur.lncbes thick, are tied to a 
rude neck-yoke'; two ends ot ft rope are tied to 
the beast's hornfli the slack'SMUe rope is in 
the hand > of a gsMed old dftrky, or a fal 
and "peart" "young nig,".si1jHng, on one °* 
the two or three barrels of pea8.!" tne cart> 
and the "outfit is ; complete." Sometimes the 
cart is a wagon and the dwarf steer is a bony 
horse or a mule, or a pair of oxen, and the 
charioteer is often a white man. But the 
harness is usually primitive, and the rains are 
seldom other than rope.

The Temperance Involution In JEng- 


land. 


Robert Laird Collier. 
So swift and sweeping has been the tem- 


perance movement in England that in very 
truth may it be described as a revolution. 
The last decade has done more for the cause 
of temperance than the previous fifty years. 
The blue-ribbon army has moved really with 
military activity and glory upon the forces 
of the enemy. No popular movement .has 
ever, to the same extent, had the sympathy 
and support of the upper classes. As you 
have already been made aware, lords and 
ladies'now wear the ribbon, and total, 
abstainers ore found in large numbers among 
all classes of English society. 
. 


Ten years ago any man in society deolin-i 


ing a glass of wine would have been deemed) 
somewhat eccentric. Till within five years I 
do not remember ever to have noticed any- 
one at a dinner-table drinking only water.; 
To-day It is very common. One meets hun- 
dreds of gentlemen and ladies in the streets 
wearing the blue ribbon, and at the dinner- 
table it is no longer remarked if wine is de- 
clined. Perhaps the drinking customs are 
changing more in the fact that less wine 
is drank than 
that there are fewer' 


who drink. Ten years ago port and sherry, 
were on every dinner-table; to-day, by com-, 
parison, these heavy wines ore on lew tables, 
claret and light Rhine wines are used instead, 
and are used in less quantities than wore the 
heady and heavier wines. 


Then local option—that is, giving to bor-. 


onghs and towns tho option of licensing or 
withholding licenses—has made rapid way, 
and has, aa a principle, been indorsed by a 
vote of the house of commons. Sir William- 
Lawson has been the champion of this meas- 
ure in parliament for many years, and he Is 
now jnst upon the eve of complete victory for 
this wise and just bill. AU over the country, 
great meetings are being held in favor of the 
Sunday closing of public houses. This meas- 
ure line been adopted in Scotland, Ireland, 
and Wales, ami the decrease of drunkenness 
andcriiue has been most phenomenal under 
the new order of things. The drunkenness of 
the lower classes is most happily less than 
ever before, and in many towns of England is 
as uncommon as in either Germany or France. 
, I should aay that ton years ago one would see 
in London or Liverpool five druuken men or 
women to one now. 


Perhaps I ought to explain what is meant 


by the term "public house.'! Usually a pub- 
lic house is only a drinking-bar. In these. 
single rooms there is little or no provision 
mode for sitting down, as In a "saloon," but 
all those who are drinking stand at a counter. 
These places are patronized almost wholly by 
'- 


working people. In London and the great 
towns the very offscourings of the population 
frequent these "pubs," as they are familiarly; 
colled, and will often stand and chatter (if an 
Englishman may evei^ be said to chatter, 
even when drunk) for hours together over a 
few glasses of beer. 
. The worktogman of England has no very 
.cheerful drinking "saloons," such as the Ger- 
mans and French have, and the drinking 
with them is just for the pleasure of the 
drink, not for the newspaper or the cards, the 
dominoes, or the society. 
' 


Great Britain spent five years ago £140,- 


000,000 for drink; the revenue shows that the 
amount has been less and less since that time. 
Tbe revenue from the sale of drink is £4,000,- 
000 less this year than the year before I This 
strong nation will bo all the stronger when 
this demon of drink is wholly driven from 
the land.
